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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  once  again  that  in  spite  of  war-time  difficulties 
it  has  been  possible  to  widen  our  public  health  activities  in  various  directions.  Most 
of  the  new  activities  undertaken  at  the  present  time  are,  of  course,  necessitated  by 
war-time  conditions.  They  are,  however,  interesting  experiments  in  social  welfare 
and  will  not  be  without  their  peace-time  applications,  even  if  they  do  not  survive  in 
exactly  their  present  form. 

The  taking  over  of  the  Infants’  Convalescent  Home  at  Burnham  as  a short-stay 
nursery  is  a case  in  point,  and  useful  provision  is  made  for  the  care  of  children  whose 
mothers,  when  absent  from  home  for  confinement  or  hospital  treatment,  are  unable 
to  make  other  provision  for  them. 

The  attendance  at  the  new  Venereal  Diseases  Clinics  established  in  Aylesbury 
and  Windsor  has  unfortunately  shown  that  a real  need  existed  outside  the  London 
and  Home  Counties  Scheme.  This  sclieme  functions  well  in  peace-time,  but  with 
increased  pressure  on  time  and  difficulties  in  travelling  has  not  proved  quite  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  Bucks  patients. 

Maternity  accommodation  is  barely  sufficient ; Colinswood  Maternity  Home  will 
scarcely  keep  pace  with  the  increasing  demand  for  beds  in  the  Southern  area,  and 
if  it  were  not  for'  the  accommodation  available  for  mid-Bucks  patients  at  Ashridge 
Hospital,  some  further  extension  of  accommodation  would  have  been  necessary.  In 
fact,  accommodation  is  not  adequate  anywhere  by  peace-time  standards,  and  a very 
rigorous  selection  of  cases  has  to  be  exercised. 

So  far  as  the  general  statistics  for  the  County  are  concerned,  there  is  little  to 
bring  to  your  notice,  there  being  no  significant  fluctuation  in  any  of  the  figures, 
which,  with  war-time  conditions  in  mind,  must  be  considered  satsfactory.  The 
campaign  for  immunisation  against  diphtheria  has  been  actively  pursued  and  deaths 
from  this  cause  for  the  war  years  are  as  follows; — 1940,  18;  1941,  13;  1942,  6;  1943,  1. 

This  year  your  Committee  has  adopted  a scheme  for  the  care  of  illegitimate 
children  and  their  mothers,  and  the  Council  has  voted  a sum  of  money  for  this 
purpose.  This  decision,  taken  as  a result  of  Circular  2866  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
represents  a significant  extension  of  the  activities  of  your  welfare  work,  and  in 
operation  is  a further  extension  of  the  practice  you  have  always  adopted  of  making 
use  of  and  aiding  voluntary  bodies  already  in  the  field. 

The  following  summary  of  the  activities  of  your  Committee  can  scarcely  be 
termed  a report,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  I have  written  these  few  short 
paragraphs  in  my  introductory  letter  underlining  fresh  developments. 

Once  again  I welcome  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
and  devoted  service  of  all  the  medical,  nursing  and  other  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Staff,  and  for  the  magnificent  way  in  which  they  “make  do  ” under  the 
present  difficulties.

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Tlie  Bucks  Voluntary  Association  for  the  Care  of  the  Mentally  Defective  coti- 
tinues  to  assist  in  the  supervision  of  all  known  cases  of  mental  defect  living  in  their 
homes,  the  visitors’  report  being  submitted  quarterly  and  carefully  checked  by  the 
appropriate  Committees. 

Home  training  is  also  arranged  in  certain  cases  and  26  defectives  were  regularly 
receiving  tuition  by  nine  part-time  home  teachers. 

The  occupation  centre  at  Slough  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and 
the  names  of  18  children  are  on  the  roll.  This  is  lower  than  for  the  previous  year 
and  is  partly  due  to  the  transfer,  by  way  of  promotion,  of  three  children  to  the  local 
special  class  for  backward  children.  This  centre  has  justified  its  establishment, 
particularly  as  it  is  almost  impossible  to  provide  institutional  accommodation  for 
children,  and  it  also  affords  the  parents  with  some  relief  from  caring  for  them  for 
some  part  of  the  day. 


(vi)  WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

The  arrangements  for  the  relief  of  the  Blind  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  by 
the  Bucks  Association  for  the  Blind  continue  to  work  satisfactorily. 

In  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1944,  domiciliary  grants  paid  to 
necessitous  blind  persons  amounted  to  £5,769  16s.  3d. 

From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Association  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1944, 
the  following  extracts  are  made : — 

The  number  of  registered  blind  persons  shows  a decrease.  On  March  31st,  1944, 
there  were  376  registered  blind  in  the  County,  as  compared  with  392  in  the  previous 
year.  The  great  majority  are  over  middle  age — 293  being  over  the  age  of  50  years.

The  Association  continues  to  co-operate  v-dth  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind 
Fund,  and  assists  in  the  maintenance  of  the  sets.  During  the  year  £193  18s.  7d.  was 
expended  in  providing  new  batteries,  'and  for  repairs  and  replacements  of  parts. 

The  Home  Teachers  carry  out  the  duties  of  giving  instruction  in  the  homes  of 
blind  persons  in  Braille,  Moon  and  several  handicrafts.  The  total  number  of  visits 
paid  was  6,036,  this  number  including  738  visits  to  evacuated  blind  persons. 
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(vii)  MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  section  of  the  Report,  in  so  far  as  it  deals  with  tlic  midwifery  services  and 
registered  nursing  lionics,  refers  to  the  wliolc  administrative  County.

(ix)  SHORT-STAY  NURSERY. 

Negotiations  were  completed  in  November  for  the  acquisition  of  the  Burnham 
Isolation  Hospital  as  a short-stay  nursery.  The  main  object  of  the  nursery  is  to 
provide  accommodation  for  25  children  up  to  five  years  of  age  in  those  instances 
where  the  mother  is  in  hospital  on  account  of  confinement,  or  illness,  and  no  provi- 
sion can  be  made  for  their  care  at  home.  The  nursery,  which  was  opened  in 
December,  is  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  Colinswood  Maternity  Home,  and  it 
will  fill  to  some  extent  an  urgent  demand  for  accommodation  of  this  kilnd. 

(x)  POST-NATAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Your  Committee  has  considered  the  desirability  of  making  provision  for  post- 
natal examinations  by  means  of  specialist  consultant  clinics.  It  was  considered, 
however,  that  in  view  of  the  present  shortage  of  medical  man-power  and  the 
difficulty  of  providing  bed  accommodation  for  ascertained  cases,  the  time  was  not 
ripe  for  the  introduction  of  ad  hoc  post-natal  clinics.  IH  was,  however,  considered 
possible  to  institute  a general  practitioner  post-natal  scheme  as  an  extension  of  the 
County  Council’s  present  ante-natal  scheme,  which  works  quite  effectively. 

Accordingly,  in  May  of  this  year,  a proposal  was  approved  whereby  the  General 
Practitioner  Ante-Natal  Scheme  was  extended  to  provide  for  one  post-natal  examina- 
tion about  six  weeks  after  confinement.  For  this  examination  a fee  of  5s.  is  paid, 
and,  as  a matter  of  convenience,  the  arrangements  for  the  examination  are  as 
between  the  medical  practitioner,  the  patient  and  the  midwife. 

From  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  May  to  the  end  of  1943,  158  post-natal 
examinations  were  carried  out.  Although  this  number  is  very  small  it  is  hoped  that 
the  numbers  will  increase  considerably,  as  steps  are  being  taken  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  those  concerned  the  need  for  and  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from  an 
examination  of  this  sort. 

(xi)  INFESTATION  OF  HEAD  LICEi 

In  July  of  this  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circular  2831  relating  to  this 
subject.  Tlie  circular  gives  brief  recommendations  of  a sub-committee  which  had 
considered  the  question  of  what  action  might  be  taken  by  welfare  authorities  wathin 
the  scope  of  their  present  powers  to  assist  mothers'  and  young  children  in  the  pro- 
motion of  cleanliness  and  good  habits  and  the  elimination  of  verminous  conditions. 
It  was  suggested  that  increased  use  be  made  of  the  services  of  health  visitors  in  the 
examination  of  children’s  heads  (though  not  the  cleansing)  as  part  of  their  work, 
both  in  the  homes  and  in  the  clinics. 


A memoraiulum  was  addressed  to  all  district  health  visitors  and  county  nurses, 
requesting  that  special  attention  he  given  to  this  matter.  They  vvere  asked  to  examine 
as  far  as  possible  all  children  under  five  years  of  age,  with  a view  to  detecting  head 
lice  and  to  make  returns  showing  number  of  children  found  to  be  infested  with  lice, 
in  order  that  they  could  be  followed  up  by  the  full-time  nursing  personnel  where  they 
were  unable  to  maintain  a satisfactory  level  of  cleanliness  by  their  own  endeavours. 
Supplies  of  Lethane  were  also  obtained  for  retail  at  cost  price  to  families  for 
cleansing  purposes. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  no  reports  of  any  significant  number  of  infested 
children  have  been  received  from  a single  district,  and  that  in  no  case  has  it  been 
necessary  to  call  in  the  county  nursing  staff. 


SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(i)  Water  Supply.  (ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  (iii)  Housing. 

(i)  Water  Supply. — A full  statement  was  given  in  the  Report  for  1940,  and  it  is 
not  proposed  to  mako  any  further  review  for  the  year  under  consideration. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  C*u)  Housing. — In  view  of  the  conditions  prevad- 
ing  in  war-time  it  is  proposed  to  comment  on  these  questions  in  later  reports. 

SECTION  D.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(i)  Food  and  Drugs. 

The  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  submits  the  following  Report  for 

1943 

During  the  year  1,206  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken,  of  which  121  were 
found  to  be  adulterated  or  unsatisfactory  in  other  respects. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  was  420,  65  of  which 
were  reported  against.  Of  the  remaining  786,  779  consisted  of  milk  samples  and  7 of 
spirit  samples  tested  by  the  Inspectors  in  the  Department’s  laboratory.  Of  the  420 
samples  sent  to  the  Public  Analyst,  56  consisted  of  milk,  36  suspected  of  adulteration, 
while  the  remaining  20  were  the  consequential  “ follow-up  ” samples,  i.e.,  taken  on 
“ appeal  to  cows  ” or  “ in  course  of  delivery.” 

In  addition  to  the  above,  543  informal  samples  of  milk  were  taken  on  delivery  to 
schools  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements  for  the  supervision  of  the  milk  under 
the  “ Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.”  Seven  of  these  were  slightly  deficient  in  fat,  due  to 
bad  “ bulking  ” on  the  part  of  the  vendors,  and  warnings  were  given. 

Samples  of  milk  and  foodstuffs  were  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Public  Assistance 
Committee  and  the  various  institutions  in  the  County;  at  the  Mental  Hospital  and 
Manor  House  and  on  behalf  of  hospitals,  London  County  Council  educational 
establishments,  and  War-time  and  Residential  Nurseries. 

The  proportion  of  samples  reported  against  by  the  Public  Analyst  has  dropped 
from  20%  in  1942  to  15%  in  1943.  This  proportion  is  still  much  too  high  and  is 
mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  an  attractive  field  of  activity  is  open  to  an  unscrupulous 
type  of  manufacturer  who  is  provided  with  a golden  opportunity  to  make  money 
owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  many  articles  of  common  consumption. 

For  instance,  a so-called  Cocktail  consisted  ofl  99.14%  water  with  synthetic 
flavouring  and  colouring  matter  and  a little  tincture  of  capsicum  to  give  it  a “ kick.” 
A Sponge  Cake  Mixture  consisted  of  dyed  flour  with  raising  ingredients  only,  while 
many  samples  of  “ edible  ” gelatine  were  contaminated  with  arsenic,  lead  and  zinc 
sulphate,  and  were  more  of  the  nature  of  “ technical  ” or  “ industrial  ” gelatine.  One 
sample  of  Blanc-mange  Powder  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Five  cases  of  milk  adulteration  were  all  successfully  prosecuted,  two  cases  being 
dismissed. 

In  all,  32  case  were  prosecuted,  tbe  total  fines  and  costs  amounting  to  £650  13s.  Od. 
6 summonses  were  dismissed. 
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(ii)  Food  andl  Drugs  Act,  Part  II  (Milk  andl  Dairies  Order). 

280  samples  of  milk  taken  mainly  at  places  of  production  were  submitted  for 
microscopical  examination  and  animal  innoculation  test,  the  number  of  cows  involved 
totalling  5,368.  A further  538  similar  samples  were  taken  on  delivery  to  schools  in 
connection  with  the  supervision  of  the  Milk  in  Schools  Scheme.  As  a result  of  all 
this  sampling,  26  cows  were  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  while  statutory 
notices  \vere  served  on  the  owners  of  185  cows  suffering  from  scheduled  diseases  and 
whose  milk  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  number  of  producers  licensed  to  use  a special  designation  during  the  year 
was  271  (147  “Accredited”  and  124  “Tuberculin  Tested”).  35  licensees  relinquished 
their  licences  through  removal  or  other  causes,  and  5 were  revoked.  18  licences 
were  suspended  for  various  periods. 

817  samples  were  taken  from  licensed  producers,  173  of  which  failed  to  pass  the 
prescribed  test.  In  addition,  106  pre-licence'  “check”  samples  were  taken. 

The  number  of  complaints  from  other  local  authorities  was  1,  received  from  the 
London  County  Council.  As  a result  of  investigation  into  this  case,  1 tuberculous 
cow  was  slaughtered. 

The  total  number  of  cows  giving  tubercular  milk  slaughtered  under  the  Tuber- 
culosis Order  during  the  year  was  therefore  27. 

SECTION  E.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

(i)  Apart  from  the  usual  incidence  of  seasonal  cases  of  infectious,  disease,  it  is 
again  gratifying  to  record  that  there  has  been  no  outbreak  on  which  any  comment  is 
required. 

The  table  at  the  end  of  this  Report  (Section  F(f))  gives  the  number  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseases  notified  in  urban  and  rural  districts. 


(ii)  Vaccinations. 

The  County  is  divided  into  61  vaccination  districts,  in  which  48  Public  \7accinators 
are  employed.  Public  Vaccinators  are  also  appointed  for  the  Council's  Public 
Assistance  Institutions. 

The  Registrar  General  requires  two  returns  to  be  submitted  to  him  annually,  one 
in  respect  of  successful  primary  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  performed  by  Public 
Vaccinators  and  Medical  Officers  of  Public  Assistance  Institutions,  and  the  other  in 
respect  of  the  vaccinations  of  children  whose  births  were  registered  in  the  previous 
year.  These  returns  are  summarised  as  follows  for  1943: —

(iii)  Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

Continued  good  progress  has  been  made  in  this  matter,  and  in  most  instaaces 
local  authorities  have  co-operated  in  securing  the  immunisation  of  cases  in  their  area. 
'I'he  table  (h)  in  section  F set  out  at  the  end  of  this  Report  gives  an  indication  of 
the  work  carried  out  in  the  various  districts.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  as 
iiinnunisalion  becomes  more  complete,  the  numbers  immunised  will  tend  to  lessen. 
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During  1943  welfare  centres  have  co-operated  as  far  as  possible  with  local 
authorities  in  effecting  immunisation  of  children  under  5 years  or  During  t ic 

year  2,538  children  were  immunised,  as  compared  with  3,305  in  1942.  This  number  las 
for  the  most  part  been  included  in  the  first  column  of  the  table  referred  to  above, 
which  reveals  that  3,116  children  under  5 years  of  age  have  received  a full  course  ot 
immunisation. 

In  order  to  secure  immunisation  of  children  living  in  remote  areas,  and  therefore 
unable  to  attend  an  infant  welfare  centre,  a general  scheme  was  institu- 

ted in  August.  This  scheme  provided  for  the  immunisation  of  these  children  by  the 
family  doctor,  to  whom  they  were  referred  by  the  local  health  visitor.  Up  to  the  end 
of  the  year  54  cases  were  immunised  under  this  scheme  and  the  figure  is  included 
in  those  quoted  above. 


(iv)  Cancer. 

The  Council  have  not  yet  provided  any  special  facilities  in  the  County  for  the 
treatment  of  cancer,  neither  have  they  entered  into  any  agreement  with  other  local 
auhorities  or  voluntary  bodies  for  this  purpose. 


V.  Venereal  Diseases. 

The  arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  venereal  diseases  through  the  London 
and  Home  Counties  Scheme,  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  and  the  Radclifife 
Infirmary,  Oxford,  continued  to  operate  as  in  previous  years.  Since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  clinic  at  the  Royal  Bucks  Hospital  in  October,  1942,  arrangements  were 
completed  for  another  clinic  at  King  Edward  VII  Hospital,  Windsor,  to  serve  the 
southern  part  of  the  County.  It  was  established  in  conjunction  with  the  Berkshire 
authorities,  and  was  opened  on  1st  June.  The  sessions  for  males  and  female  are  held 
on  Mondays  (6-8  p.m.  and  Saturdays  (3-5  p.m.),  and  the  medical  officer  is  Dr.  J.  A.  P. 
vShaw,  who  is  on  the  staff  of  the  Hospital.

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(vi)  Tuberculosis. 

Mass  Radiography  and  Maintenance  Allowances.  — The  Circular  2794  and 
Memorandum  dealing  with  these  questions  were  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  April  of  this  year,  which  indicated  that  mass  radiographical  units  were  being 
manufactured  and  would  he  issued  to  about  20  selected  centres,  the  nearest  to  this 
County  being  Middlesex  and  Northants.  Tlie  arrangements  for  the  use  of  sets  will 
lie  a matter  for  determination  by  tlie  authorities  owning  them  and  it  is  intended  that 
arrangements  sliould  be  made  by  mutual  agreement  for  the  use  of  sets  by  local 
authorities  other  than  those  owning  tliem,  and  some  basis  for  financial  agreement 
will  eventually  have  to  lie  negotiated  lietween  the  particular  authorities  concerned. 

The  object  of  maintenance  allowances,  which  were  made  available  in  this  County 
from  2nd  October,  1943,  is  primarily  for  the  assistance  of  those  who  have  to  give  up 
remunerative  work  in  order  to  undertake  treatment.  The  justification  of  the 
expenditure  is  the  expectation  that  if  these  persons  undertake  treatment  early, 
instead  of  continuing  to  work  at  the  risk  of  a breakdown,  there  will  be  an  increasing 
prospect  of  restoring  them  to  health  and  normal  working  capacity.  From  the  date 
of  operation  of  the  maintenance  grants  scheme  to  the  end  of  the  year,  66  applications 
were  received,  of  which  30  were  approved  and  weekly  grants  were  made  varying 
from  5s.  6d.  to  83s.  6d.  In  addition  5 applications  for  special  grants  were  approved.

In  connection  with  treatment  by  artificial  pneumathorax,  X-Ray  examinations 
are  now  considered  essential,  so  that  for  the  diagnosis  of  doubtful  c^ses  and  for 
“ A P ” cases  X-Ray  examinations  become  more  and  more  frequent.  The  excellent 
results  obtained  by  the  Radiographers  at  the  Royal  Bucks  Hospital  and  Wyconme 
War  Memorial  Flospital  have  been  of  the  greatest  assistance,  and  the  cooperation  ol 
the  Hospital  Staffs  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  For  cases  in 
the  north  of  the  County  the  Northampton  Borough  Council  have  kindly  consulted  to 
their  Tuberculosis  Officer  making  any  necessary  X-Ray  examination,  and  his  help  has 
been  very  valuable,  as  has  that  of  the  Radiologist  at  the  Chalfont  Hospital,  and  at 
Chesham  Cottage  Hospital. 

Exminations  of  specimens  of  sputum,  etc.,  are  made  free  of  charge  for  practi- 
tioners in  the  County.  During  the  year  490  specimens  were  examined,  in  109  of  which 
tubercle  bacilli  were  found,  the  other  381  giving  a negative  result. 

As  in  recent  years  the  majority  of  cases  of  tubercle  of  bones  and  joints  have  been 
sent  direct  to  the  Orthopjedic  Clinics.  It  is  Iiopcd  that  such  cases  will  get  fewer  m 
proportion  to  the  elimination  of  bovine  sources  of  infection. 

Without  the  goodwill  and  help  of  medical  practitioners  throughout  the  County, 
i*"  would  be  impossible  to  get  into  touch  with  the  crises  of  tuberculosis,  and  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer  would  once  more  acknowledge  with  thanks  their  co-operation.
